Botrytis Blight 
Dear Editor: 

Here’s a trick that will check mild bo- 
trytis or botrytis when in its early stages. Mix 
up a batch of Bordeaux in an old cup and 
when a blotch is found either dip th 
blotched leaf into the mixture or wash a little 
of it onto the spot. Also nipping off an in- 
fested leaf tip may check the blight. I’ve 
used both methods commercially raising 
Croft Easter lilies and they both work, pro 
viding the infection hasn’t reached the fire 
stage.—M. S. Brainarp (Ore.) 


Lean-to Greenhouse 
Dear Editor: 


I thought perhaps your other readers 
would like to see the lean-to greenhouse | 
built myself. There certainly is nothing 
more thrilling and satisfying than to enter 
your own small greenhouse on a cold Sun- 
day morning and smell the warm, fragrant, 
humid atmosphere and then to spend the 
morning repotting and rearranging plants. 

When I decided three years ago that I 
should like a small greenhouse to start seed- 
lings in the spring and extend the fall mum 
season into December, I investigated the cost 
of available models and decided that I must 
build it myself. I bought second hand cy- 
press parts left from an old greenhouse, re- 
sawed and planed them and had first-class 
cypress parts all ready to erect. I attached 
the lean-to on the back of the house. 

The back of our home faces due south and 
I felt its contour would lend itself especially 
well to an attached lean-to greenhouse. | 
built mine about 8 by 12 feet with an en- 
trance on one end. Heat is furnished by a 
hot water line run from the house system, 
the amount of heat being controlled by a 
valve in the cellar. This is especially conven 
ient because I can look out the cellar win 
dow at a thermometer in the greenhouse t 
check the temperature. : 

There has been no appreciable increase it 
the amount of fuel oil consumed since th 
greenhouse was built, although I have n 
trouble maintaining 55° in the greenhous¢ 
with an outdoor temperature of 0-10° at 
night.

' Colering Flowers 


Dear Editor: 


I thought some Flower Growrn readers 
might like to hear about the method I use 
to dye flowers for arrangements. I purchase 
several bottles of all the different shades of 
food colors on the market every winter, be- 
cause by the time spring flowers bloom the 
stores in our town are sold out. Here many 
women dye flowers. You can dye snowball, 
spirea, bridal wreath and peonies by using 
the food coloring full strength. Use a very 
small container (a child’s toy cup is good) 
and fill it with enough coloring so that, when 
you prop your stems and branches up, they 
will be submerged about half an inch. The 
hardwood flowers won’t absorb as much 
coloring and the procedure is quicker if you 
set them in a vase of water first to absorb 
all the moisture they need. colors 
work slower than others and may take sev- 
eral hours.—Mrs. Joun D. Goertne, Burr- 
ton, Kans.

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NYONE who looks for “trends” is 
almost sure to find them, and even 
if he can’t he can always make them 

up. It doesn’t take much looking, though, 
to see a pronounced trend in gardening 
today toward the use of mechanized tools. 


Not many years ago it was only in 
large gardens that power equipment was 
found. Today even the “handkerchief 
size” lawn is cut with a power mower 
and the backyard flower or vegetable 
garden cultivated by a diminutive tractor. 
In last month’s FLower Grower over 
two dozen advertisements offered the 
home gardener different kinds of power 
equipment. 

There are several reasons, of course, 
for the trend toward power in the gar- 
den. Price and availability are prob- 
ably among the more important. You 
can buy a power mower today for well 
under a hundred dollars and almost any 
seed or hardware store can supply the 
kind you want. Another factor is the 
rising cost of labor. A high school boy 
wants almost as much to mow a lawn 
once these days as he would have asked 
for doing the job half a dozen times a few 
years ago. And if you want a piece of 
ground dug or plowed, you’re lucky to 
find someone to do it at any price. 

But it’s only natural, I suppose, that 
some of us who were taught to dig the 
“proper” way—with due stress on the 
importance of-the trench and the fine 
distinctions between half-, one- and two- 
spit digging—do not take to rotary till- 








age without plenty of serious thought. 
Sooner or later, though, we'll probably 
all come to see the lack of sense in doing 
with the arms and back what can be done 
as well with a gadget that’s self-pro- 
pelled, 


NOTHER and in some ways counter 

trend is toward the use of mulches 
for the reduction of weeding and culti- 
vating and the conservation of soil mois- 
ture. All sorts of materials are being 
tried and various degrees of success are 
being reported. 

A recent issue of the English Gar- 
deners’ Chronicle carried an account of a 
three-year trial use of hardwood sawdust 
spread 6 inches deep on an orchard of 
30-year-old apple and pear trees under- 
planted with gooseberries and rhubarb. 
Weeds were virtually eliminated and cul- 
tivation was reduced to a light hoeing 
once each spring. Besides that. “The 
crops on the pear trees were obviously 
heavier, with larger fruits and the leaves 
more glossy than on adjoining trees. 
This appearance was not quite so obvi- 
ous with the apple trees, but it was really 
significant. * * * The gooseberries are all 
healthy and each bush appeared to be 
carrying rather a heavier crop. . The 
rhubarb roots’ luxuriated in _ the 
medium. * * *” 

No doubt there are many gardeners 
among FLOWER GROWER’s readers who 
have tried sawdust, chopped corncobs, 
peatmoss, buckwheat hulls and other ma- 
terials for mulching. Reports from any 
who have maintained a permanent mulch 
of any such materials for two years or 
more will be welcomed by other readers.

This is the sixth garden book written 
by Dorothy H. Jenkins, Garden Editor 
of The New York Times. It is especially 
designed for the gardener who has but 
little time to spend in beautification o/ 
his grounds.

The reader 
soon realizes that the writer herself has 
solved successfully many of the prob- 
lems discussed. 

Wisely, Miss Jenkins has kept to sim- 
ple, basic gardening.

The 25 chapters cover just about every 
phase of home gardening from 
lawns and trees to bulbs, flowers. special 
gardens, game areas, insects and diseases.

HOW TO KNOW THE WILD FLOPW- 
ERS by Alfred Stefferud. Illus. by Sid- 
ney H. Horn. 144 pages. Henry Holt 
and Co., New York. Hard cover, $2.00. 
New American Library of World Liter- 
ature, Inc., paper cover. 35 cents. 


This book is written by the editor of 
the “Yearbook of Agriculture.” His 
hobby is wild flowers. It is endorsed by 
the Wild Flower Preservation Society. 

The simple elements of plant structure 
are explained in an easy-to-understand 
manner that should make this book ideal 
for a person with no background in 
botany. 

Common rather than Latin names are 
used in most places. While this method 
precludes absolute botanical accuracy, 
it does make Mr. Stefferud’s book more 
readable, especially to that vast majority 
of people who find botanical nomencla- 
ture dull and difficult. 

The color chart on the jacket of the 
book is incorrect in some parts of its 
range. being much less accurate on the 
less expensive edition. 

Throughout the text. there are many 
black-and-white drawings of flowers 
which are accurate and pleasing to the 
eye. 





THE DELPHINIUM by Frank Bishop. 
Illus. 144 pages. Collins, London. 
10s. 6d. 


Here is a monograph on delphiniums 
in the garden discussing: how to grow 
them —soil preparation, cultivation, 
propagation, and control of diseases and 
pests; how to use them—in the border, 
under glass, for decoration and exhibi- 
tion; and how to breed them, including 
a discussion of the species to breed from 
for most productive results. There are 
nine color plates and twelve pages of 
black-and-white illustrations. Unfortu- 
nately. Mr. Bishop’s inclusive list of 
recommended varieties will be of little 
use to most American gardeners since, 
as he himself says, “. . . in America 
named varieties are practically non-ex- 
istent. The extremes of heat and cold of 
the American climate tend to shorten the 
life of these plants.”

lant for Permanence .. . 
e The Poukhan Azalea

OUKHAN azaleas (Rhododendron 

yeodoense variety poukhanense) have 

been known in this country for nearly 
half a century, but they are appreciated 
by too few gardeners and plantsmen. It 
was in 1905 that Professor J. G. Jack, 
traveling in Korea for the Arnold Arbore- 
tum, collected seed capsules from an 
azalea growing on Mount Poukhan near 
Keijo and sent these back to the institu- 
tion at Boston. 

The many excellent traits of this very 
hardy shrub should make it popular, 
particularly in northern sections where 
the great numbers of Oriental azaleas 
and the hybrid races developed from 
them are not reliably hardy. Poukhan 
azaleas are not damaged by temperatures 
well below zero Fahrenheit, and they are 
among the few azaleas which can stand 
such extremes. 

These azaleas from Korea have suf- 
fered more than most plants from the 
vagaries of unstable scientific names.’ In 
addition to the nuisance of having the 
scientific name changed from Rhododen- 
dron to Azalea and back to Rhododen- 
dron again. there has been even worse 
confusion in this case. A brief glance 
at this will furnish an interesting his- 
torical background for notes of more con- 
cern to home gardeners. 





The fragrant, funnel-shaped fiowers 
of Poukhan azaleas are rose te pur- 


ple in color. Plants are low-growing. 


The French botanist Léveillé described 
the species as Rhododendron _ pouk- 
hanense in 1908, and this name held with 
most authorities until 1920. By this time. 
more critical work of several botanists 
had shown that the plant bore very close 
relationship to the double-flowered Yodo- 
gawa or peony azalea. This 
cated plant had been brought by the 
Japanese delegation to Leningrad (then 
Petrograd) for the International Exhi- 
bition of 1884, and this was its first intro- 
duction to Christendom. 

The meticulous Russian botanist Maxi- 
mowicz described it officially in 1886 as 
Rhododendron yedoense, “the 


sophisti-

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from Tokyo,” and since the end of the 
last century it has been distributed ex- 
tensively by Japanese nurseries in Eu- 
rope and the United States. Yodogawa 
is a shrub of the same rounded habit as 
Poukhan azalea but with very double 
rose-purple flowers, which seem quite 
symbolic of the late Victorian period 
when it enjoyed its first popularity in 
European gardens. 

Earlier publication gives the name Rho- 
dodendron yedoense priority over all 
others, under the botanical rules. Even 
though it is now realized that Yodogawa 
was a natural variation from the single 
azalea abundantly growing wild over the 
southern part of the Korean peninsula, 
the earlier name still has to be retained 
as the species and the later-described type 
receive a variety name! This is fully as 
awkward and as improbable as putting 
the cart before the horse, but by using 
some force of will, one can get used to it. 
The important thing is that the variety, 
Poukhan azalea, is one of the best types 
for our gardens, while its parent by pub- 
lication, the elaborate court-beauty, Yo- 
dogawa, has given up the heritage of 
grace and delicate coloring. 

In gardens Poukhan azaleas make 
densely-branched, rounded shrubs from 
two to four feet in height and somewhat 
more in spread. Their low, rounded habit 
is very pleasing and a welcome contrast 
from so many of our ornamentals, which 
continue growing larger and larger each 
year, long after we wish they would 
stop. Poukhan azaleas are so well-be- 
haved that they could never be accused 
of becoming too large or unwieldly. 

In mid-spring they are covered with a 
wealth of bloom, and even small plants 
bear a few of the broadly funnel-shaped 
flowers measuring about two inches 
across. They are unusually fragrant and 
vary in color from soft rose to rosy lilac 
or lilac-purple. After their initial start 
in this country, these azaleas have been 
extensively propagated by cuttings, and 
of course this has prevented us from 
realizing the pleasing variation in color 
in plants raised from seed. The softer 
and pinker tones are more _ attractive 
than those running towards the purples. 
Apparently, it has just happened that 
some of the latter have been selected as 
stock plants in many cases, and un- 
fortunately, these stronger colors are the 
ones more often seen. It is a most inter- 
esting hobby for amateurs to raise such 
types as Poukhan azaleas from seed. 
Seedlings bloom in their third or fourth 
year, and watching the first crop of buds 
open in May is sure to be one of the 
exciting events of the season. If enough 
seedlings are under surveillance, the 
chances are good that one or two of them 
will be the rare white form. 

The leaves of Poukhan azaleas are of 
two types, just as in many of the Asiatic

species. The spring leaves are larger 
from one and a half to three inches long 
and rather thin in texture. Leaves pro 
duced at the tips of the shoots, the sum 
mer leaves, are hardly half as large, and 
they are much thicker and more leathery 
In mild climates, the latter are eve 
green, but the spring leaves turn brillian 
orange and deep pink tones before they 
fall. 

The fibrous roots of thes: 
shrubs require the standard preparation: 
for azaleas and rhododendrons—a_ po) 
ous acid soil, abundant humus, and a 
to 5-inch mulch of leaves or forest litte 
to conserve moisture. Poukhan azalea: 
grow especially well in fairly open situa 
tions, and when they are planted unde 
trees it is desirable to select spots wher 
side light will reach them in abundance: 
Just as with most rhododendrons in open 


shallow, 


exposures, some summers bring attack; 
of lacebugs—delicate mites to study 
under a hand lens. but harsh on the Jea 
tissues! Two applications of a soap and 
nicotine sulphate or other contact poison. 
made at ten-day intervals, will usually 
eliminate these tiny pests. It is difficult to 
cover the undersurface of every leaf, 
however, and plants should be examined 
regularly during hot weather to guard 
against a renewal of the attack. 

Azaleas of such refined and low habit 
as these have many uses around home 
grounds. One of the loveliest combina 
tions for them is in a planting with pink 
or pale purple blooms. as well as with 
white flowers. Care should be taken to 
keep them (and all soft pink flowers!) 
firmly separated from the reds and red- 
dish pinks and all but the palest yellows. 
Some forsythias will still be blooming 
when Poukhan azaleas start. and the 
beauties of both are best appreciated 
when kept at a good distance apart. The 
azaleas are very useful in foreground 
plantings, as in front of large evergreen 
rhododendrons which have grown thin 
at the base as well as in small gardens 
where large shrubs would be out of 
place. In one delightful courtyard gar- 


‘den, enclosed on three sides and two of 


these framed in a simple lattice to soften 
high masonry walls, Poukhan azaleas 
were grouped around a birdbath against 
the wall opposite a pleasant terrace. The 
lattice was covered with one of the pal 
forms of Chinese mountain clematis 
(probably Clematis montana rubens) 
and the groundwork filled with Virginia 
bluebells (mertensia), grape-hyacinth: 
and scillas. The drifts of pink, blue, and 
rosy lilac with a backdrop of shell-pink 
clematis made a memorable picture an: 
one which must have inspired many dif 
ferent compositions featuring this versa 
tile hardy azalea.

Plants Are Your 
Raw Materials

The secret of being your own landscape architect is to think 


of plants as an artist thinks of pigments and to see, in 


your imagination, the effects you desire before you start 


planting 


F you can visualize the way you want 
| your garden to look before you dig 

your first trowelful of earth, you can 
create a satisfying pictorial effect. How 
many gardens ure near-misses, because 
the garden plan has been forgotten in the 
gardening ? 

Whether you are designing a new gar- 
den or redesigning an old one, you will 
need to mix your raw plant materials as 


even before you begin to order your plants 


carefully as an artist compounds his 
colors on a palette. A gardener is likely 
to become so absorbed in his separate 
trees, shrubs and flowers that he for- 
gets the ultimate picture. If an artist 
forgot that he was creating a_ picture, 
forgot composition, perspective, con- 
trasts, harmonies, highlights and shad- 
ows, he would have only a jumble of 
colors daubed on his canvas.

planned garden, like a good painting, 
has continuity and distinction.

To nine out of ten people, “iris” means 
“tall bearded iris,” as this class com- 
prises the gloriously big and colorful 
varieties of our May and June gardens. 

Assuming that you’re a general gar- 
dener who grows many different plants 
but would like to get the maximum en- 
joyment from iris in their season, let’s 
look at some of your problems: 

First, there is the “where-to-plant” 
question. The answer depends in part on 
cultural requirements.

Perennial Asters 


Colorful, Easy-to-Grow Flowers 


for the Late Summer and Autumn Garden

EW perennials are easier to grow than 

the asters, whether they are the wild 

species or hybrid garden varieties. 
Their colorful masses of bloom enliven 
the late summer and autumn garden 
when most other plants wane. The name 
aster means “a star.” and individual flow- 
ers or quantities of bloom are indeed 
starlike in appearance.

Botany manuals list more than fifty 
species and seedsmen’s catalogues list as- 
ters by the dozens. Many hues and color 
tones abound within a group and color 
distinctions are intriguing. 

Among the kinds worth growing in 
gardens are the New England asters, 
A, novae-angliae, which are violet-purple. 
HARRINGTON’S PINK is a fine newer repre- 


sentative of this group. SURVIVOR is an- 
other—this has rose-pink flowers. It is 
stout and sturdy, growing to a height of 
5 or 6 feet. Survivor, Lit Forpev and 
RYECRAFT PINK came to the horticultural 
world from A. E. Curtis of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. Asters in this class are well 
adapted to garden culture. They blos- 
som from August to October and the 
cut flowers last nearly a week. 

The New York asters, among the novi- 
belgi species, have many good forms. 
Mr. Everest is a superb white and 
clumps of it make useful accents, blend- 
ing other brilliant colors in the flowe: 
border. The members of this group grow 
3 to 5 teet tall and bloom from August 
to October or later. BLur LAGOON is 
bluish-lavender, while VioLETTA is a deep 
violet, and SKYLANDS QUEEN a light lav- 
ender. 

Italian starwort, A. amellus, is purple 
with some variations. It flowers in July 
and August and is well adapted to rock 
gardens. This is a much-branched form 
which makes a low mound. 

The blue starwort, A. acris, is violet- 
blue, 2 to 3 feet tall, blossoming in July 
and August. These plants may be short- 
ened by shearing in midsummer. 

Among the alpine asters. A. alpinus, 
dwarf forms that grow from six to ten 
inches tall, are bluish-purple shades and 
a white variety A. alpinus albus. These 
flower in May and June. Some members 
of this race of asters, especially those 
from France, form compact mounds and 
are 12 to 18 inches tall. They blossom 
on into September and are fine when used 
for low edgings. 

The large-flowered asters. Aster gran- 
diflora, are 3 feet tall, with single purple 
blossoms. Their blooming period is in 
October and November. The leaves are 
small and narrow and the plant as a 
whole is handsome. 

Tartarian asters, A. tartarica, grow 6 
feet tall, are bluish-violet and blossom in 
very late October and November, con- 
cluding the season. 

A few of the very recent introductions 
are of especial value. Three from Eng- 
land—PraAce, Prosperity and PLENTy- 
are all good. Prosperity flowers early 
and is a rosy pink, blooming by the mid- 
dle of September. PEACE is rosy mauve, 
and PLENTY is clear blue. They are from 
3 to 4 feet tall. 

LittteE Rep Boy is an early dwarf, 
1 to 3 feet tall and displays fine red 
blossoms early in September. CANADIAN 
Rep is claimed to be frost-resistant. Its 
flowers are bright red. A deep rose, 
shading to creamy pink, is found in the 
STRAWBERRIES AND CREAM variety. This 
is 4 feet tall and blossoms in September. 





BLUE CLoup and Rep CLowup are more 
recent introductions. PALMYRA, a small- 
flowered deep pink with dark red tufted 
centers, hlossoms early. 
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Aster Frikarti 2 feet high, is still a 
favorite. Its large, lavender, yellow-cen- 
tered blossoms can be counted on from 
July to frost. 

In garden culture all tall kinds like the 
native New England aster and the New 
York asters should be sheared back to 
half their height in midsummer to in- 
duce lower bushy plants and thus elimi- 
nate slender legginess so often seen in 
unsheared plants. If this is not done the 
taller plants ought to be placed in the 
background with dwarfer kinds in front. 
In this way the low, medium and giant 
forms can be planted to make a bank 
formation—a practice often used in wide 
borders. Planting in rows with mixed 
colors is often satisfactory and may be 
more pleasing than using the aster in 
large beds. 

The climate of the eastern States, I 
have found, is well-suited to growing as- 
ters. Although they thrive in the wild, 
they grow well in any garden soil that is 
not too rich. Native species become soft 
and the plants grow too large in overly 
rich ground. But a small amount of fer- 
tilizer two weeks before blossoming will 
increase the size of the flowers. 

Hardy species may be propagated by 
cutting the clumps vertically to divide 
them, as is done with phlox or rhubarb, 
in spring or fall. The two sections are 
then planted one or two feet apart. de- 
pending on the species and the space re- 
quired for the size of the division. It is 
wise to make a definite plan of spacing 
and arrangement for pleasing effect. 
With many fall asters, cutting and di-

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Primroses for Everyone 


All are delightfully

HE gay potpourri of color which 

primroses bring to spring gardens has 

long made them favorites in England. 
We are just beginning to appreciate their 
value for our own rock gardens and those 
problem shady spots. Primroses like 
cool, shady, places, but a few of the more 
vigorous varieties will tolerate sun-baked 
situations. Some prefer the moist soil of 
swamps and streams, and one_ lovely 
beauty lets her blossoms cascade down a 
wall. 

These harbingers of spring begin to 
bloom almost before the snow is gone 
and continue into July. A few of them 
may bloom again in the fall if there is 
a long growing season. They’re  out- 
standing for hardiness—as resistant to 
cold as the granite of New Hampshire. 

Perhaps the most familiar primrose 
is the polyanthus, one of the easiest to 
grow. Put it anywhere but in desert-dry

to grow and few gardens should be without them 


soil. and it will thrive with no more care 
than that given to any other perennial, 
although it makes the best display when 
provided with afternoon shade. The 
plants grow about a foot high, with 
clusters of blossoms of almost.every color. 
In the East, the polyanthus begins to 
bloom the first of May, continuing into 
June. 

Earlier than these primroses are the 
P. denticulata and P. vulgaris (acaulis). 
The former are the Himalayan primroses. 
The spectacular lavender balls of cash- 
miriana steal the show from all other 
early blooms, and a white variety is 
equally beautiful. These grow under the 
same conditions as polyanthus. P. vul- 
garis is a true dwarf, with gay blossoms 
popping out all over the clumps in early 
spring and again in the fall. These 


look best grown in mixed colors. Give 
them a location where a_ reasonable 
amount of moisture can be maintained 
throughout the summer, with light shade. 

The lovely but temperamental Asiatics

(a key to their homeland) demand some 
additional attention. They’re worth a try, 
however. If you’re not successful, defeat 
will likely as not become a challenge; 
then, before you know it, you’re a prim- 
rose enthusiast. These primroses need a 
copious supply of water during the sum- 
mer, dappled shade, a deep humus-y soil, 
moisture-retaining but with good drain- 
age, and a division of the plants at least 
every other year. 

Of these Asiatics, P. japonica is 
easiest to grow. The flower clusters, 
in shades of red, pink and white, are 
arranged in whorls around the stems. 
These flowers are classed as candelabras. 
The two-foot flowering stems stand 
straight and dignified above the rosette 
of leaves. Give them a somewhat heavy 
soil, water freely during the summer and 
divide every other year to prevent rot, 
their worst enemy. 

Another of the candelabras is _bur- 
manica, a violet beauty from Burma. 
From China comes aurantiaca, with

Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By P. J. MeKENNA, (N. Y.) 


T’S May—the link between spring 

and summer. Over northern areas 

the differences in growing conditions 
that marked the earlier stages of spring 
in many sections are now leveling off. 
It’s the big planting-out month; from 
coldframes, greenhouses and _hotbeds, 
plants which have been conditioned are 
ready to be planted outside. May will 
test the fruit of your earlier operations. 

May is capricious. The weather in 
your section should be thoroughly set- 
tled before any full-scale planting-out 
is attempted. Late spring frosts can be 
expected in mid-May in the central 
Northeast. from northern New York and 
Massachusetts to Maine. Except on the 
coast, June frosts are not uncommon in 
northern Maine. May frosts are also pos- 
sible in northern Ohio, Indiana and 
Michigan. except along the Great Lakes. 

But get all the hardy plants in. Nor- 
mally. most of these should have made 
considerable root growth by this time, 
before the rise in soil and air tempera- 
tures which bring on the leafy stage of de- 
velopment. Only a developed root sys- 
tem can supply the nutrients required 
for top growth. 

If roses or other shrubs are to go in, 
cut the tops back drastically, the roses 
to two eyes. Cut the root ends, too, to 
force more feeder roots. After planting, 
cover the roses with peatmoss, coal 
ashes or soil to conserve all stem mois- 
ture. The new buds will come up 
through the covering. 

Perennials can still be planted but 
only out of pots, or, if your section is 
late, from nursery rows. But it’s too late 
for splitting up perennials. Chrysanthe- 
mums, asters and phlox would be set 
back. 

Extend seed sowing operations. From 
the middle to the end of the month 
sow seeds of the tender kinds of vegeta- 
bles and annual flowers. 


Annuals 


Among the annuals are zinnias, 
torenia, cosmos, cockscomb, marigold, 
verbena and ageratum. For winter bou- 
quets plant the everlastings like straw- 
flower, annual gypsophila in several col- 


ors, acroclinium, ammobium, gomphrena, 
rhodanthe, Statice sinuata and S. suwor- 
rowi, cloud grass and immortelle. In- 
teresting and easy to grow, they last all 
winter, when cut and dried at the proper 
stage. 

Where sowing outdoors is not yet feas- 
ible for tender plants, use a coldframe, 
or start seeds in the house and transplant 
later. Plenty of light is essential. 


Vegetables 


Vegetables to be planted now, in addi- 
tion to corn and snap beans, include 
the vine crops, squash, melons, cucum- 
bers and Lima beans. These can be 
planted in hills. Hotkaps can be used, 
if necessary, until the seed germinates. 
Thin to one or two plants. Thereafter, 
protect at night for a time. 

In new vegetable varieties the string- 
less bean Top Crop and Uconn squash, 
similar to the acorn type, are worth 
attention. Uconn squash vines are not 
rampant; you can space the hills 2% feet 
apart. Try a new watermelon, Congo. 
If you like a good crop of late tomatoes, 
sow seeds of Marglobe or Rutgers out- 
doors, but keep the seedlings dusted with 
rotenone to restrain aphids. 

Corn varieties are numerous. Many 
have been developed for suitability to 
different regions. Iowana, developed by 
Iowa State College, is good out West; 
Honey June is- a good southern variety; 
Top Cross Maine Bantam is good for 
regions with a short season; Country 
Gentleman, developed by the University 
of Illinois, is adapted to regions where 
summer drought is prevalent. 

If you are planting lettuce, Great 
Lakes and Imperial No. 44 are good in 
hot weather. For something unusual, 
try the Chinese mung bean. Sown to- 
wards the end of the month, it will be 
ready for harvesting in September. This 
is the bean the Chinese use for bean 
sprouts. Look out for cutworms that 
attack cabbage and other plants, cut- 
ting them at soil level. The best protec- 
tion is to wrap the stem with a piece of 
butcher paper that covers it just above 
and below the soil surface. 


Gladiolus 
Plant gladiolus now at two-week inter- 
vals until July. Select varieties for early, 


midseason and late flowering, so that 
you will have a succession of bloom. Try 
the miniature gladiolus. They are ex- 
cellent for bouquets and corsages, and 
they don’t need much support. I have 
found that if two or three large-sized 
corms are planted in hill formation, like 
corn, they stand up better with less 
crooked stems. 


Dahlias 


We think about dahlias, too, this 
month. In storage, the roots will have 
sprouted many eyes. While this makes 
division no less easy, at least you can 
determine where best to cut. As they 
are true roots, not tubers. the growing 
eyes are clustered at the base of last 
year’s old stem. None will be found on 
the fleshy parts of the roots. Be careful 
of the thin neck, which. when damaged, 
renders that root valueless. Each division 
should have at least two eyes. Cut about 
one-third off the end of very thick. 
large, individual roots. These large, over- 
sized roots sometimes retard proper top 
shoot development. Dust all cut surfaces 
with sulphur or powdered charcoal. 

In planting. set the roots 6 inches 
deep and cover with 3 inches of soil. 
The remainder is filled in as the plants 
grow. For the tall varieties drive the stake 
in at planting time and keep the plants 
tied up as they develop. Pinch the initial 
shoot off at the first or second pair of 
leaves to induce low branching. The sub- 
sequent shoots produced should be 
pinched back also. Thus a low-branched 
bush with many flowers results, instead 
of one or two long stems and a few flow- 
ers. Keep the plants well supplied with 
moisture during the summer months. 

In preparing the ground, use manure, 
compost or other organic matter. At 
planting time mix into the soil in the 
planting hole a trowelful of 4 parts 
shredded cow manure, and 1 part bone 
flour (steamed bonemeal). If you can 
obtain a potato fertilizer this will suf- 
fice, but use only 4% this amount. Apply 
the remainder as a top-dressing about 
midsummer. A spacing of 3 feet by 3 
feet is about the minimum for large 
dahlias. The miniature and dwarf bed- 
ding types require less room. For a long 
flowering season the Coltness hybrids

HE theory that no gardener needs 
more than three or four tools is one 
that I rejected long ago. I find neither 
fun nor efficiency in trying to use as few 
tools as possible. While I have not gone 
all out in the opposite direction, I have 
made a hobby of testing new garden 
tools, and, like many another gardener, 


enjoy finding the bést tool for each par- 
ticular job. 

My hobby has enabled me to select 
and put into use an assortment of garden 
tools that has greatly improved the qual- 
ity of my work as an amateur gardener. 
Using the right tool for each job has 
reduced to a marked degree the amount

of time and labor required for growing 
both vegetables and flowers and for the 
maintenance of a good lawn. 

Usually there is an appropriate tool 
for the job at hand, although many tools 
will be discarded as having little or no 
value. 

Here local conditions enter into the 
picture. A cultivator, 
which is perfect for gardens fairly free 
from stones, is but the subject of harsh

words when I try to use it. I have a lawn 
edger, electrically operated, that does 
a far better job than anything else I ever 
have seen. However, it catapults stones 
tor 15 feet. I use it, because it works so 
fast, but I wear a mask. 

Such basic tools as hoes, spades and

HAVE had more fun with tomatoes 

than with any other plant. They have 

at times been embarrassingly prolific, 
but we eat what we can, what we can't 
eat we can, what we can’t can we sell, 
what we can’t sell we give away—and 
the rest decompose painlessly. 

I have experimented with growing to- 
matoes in a wide variety of unnatural 
soils. One season I made a lot of metal 
hoops of various dimensions and filled 
these with every kind of substance I 
could lay my hands on that would retain 
enough water to keep roots moist. By 
using two per cent of commercial fer- 
tilizer dissolved in water I found I could 
grow tomatoes in sand or clay, cinders 
or sawdust, or what have you. None of 
my synthetic soils showed superiority 
ever good garden loam, but neither did 
they show any great inferiority. 

The two per cent solution does not 
indicate the amount of fertilizer to be 
used, but only the advisable maximum 
concentration. The amount should be 
figured as the dry weight of the fertilizer. 
Dissolving it in water is a convenient and 
effective way to make frequent light ap- 
plications. Here is an illustration of the 
way you can calculate it. A thousand

repeating every two weeks, it comes out 
about a pint per plant for each applica- 
tion. 


When the hydroponic, or water culture, 
fad came on I was ready for it. The Cali- 
fornia professor who exploited his great 
“discovery” (known to agricultural sci- 
entists for about a century) claimed a 
yield of something over 200,000 pounds 
of tomatoes per acre. But his acre was 
figured on the area of his water tanks and 
his published photographs showed his 
tomato vines on trellises, spreading over 
the aisles and neighboring benches in the 
greenhouse. 

Some of my city friends who fell for 
this water culture publicity were incredu- 
lous when I asserted that I could grow 
more tomatoes in soil than the professor 
had in water. I had an old icebox tank 
with a surface area of six square feet and 
a depth of 30 inches. I set this up off the 
ground, poked holes in the bottom for 
good drainage and aeration and filled the 
box with a mixture of topsoil and com- 
post. This I soaked. and continued to 
soak with fertilized water. In the box I 
set six tomato plants. From each plant 
many stems were allowed to grow. These 
were trained on poles, not only up but 
out in every direction. When the season 
had finished, I had gathered. with the aid 
of a step-ladder, more than ten pounds

Use this 
ty of ff shrub where it can be seen 
ments, near at hand, 


Flowering Shrubs for Every Garden 


By BEN BLACKBURN 


HE ten flowering shrubs framing these two pages are selected from well 

over 600 hardy and appropriate kinds generally available to gardeners. 
Their inclusion in garden plantings would insure a maximum of beauty and 
interest. The positions assigned to these favorites in this generalized plan 
2. suggest ways in which they can be used to excellent advantage. With yews, 
+ 


pines and other conifers, and a shade tree or two, it is entirely possible that 





these ten kinds could make up the planting list for a small home plot. All 
ten are virtually immune or sturdily resistant to plant pests and diseases, 
although these troubles cannot be removed entirely from the picture. 


Adequate spacing of the flowering shrubs shown, from 7 to 10 feet, allows 
proper development in future years even in mass plantings. Spaces that seem 
unduly open at first may be filled with hardy bulbs and groundcovers and 
even with temporary plantings of a few inexpensive shrubs such as butterfly 
bushes and osier dogwoods. 

Gardeners in various sections of the country may wish to add or substitute 
flowering shrubs which grow well under the conditions of their own area. 
Such allowances would certainly include azaleas and rhododendrons, camel- 





lias, pittosporums, hollies and jasmines. But in those favored sections where 
these ten shrubs flourish, it is wise to include many of them in the landscaping 
plans for the home garden. You will enjoy them more each year.

OURDS have no one season; they’re 
in the forefront all year round—at- 
tractive in flower and fruit on the 

vine or striking as an unusual containe! 
or “conversation-piece” on a mantel. 
With such a variety to choose from—from 
tiny Nest Egg gourds to the long Her- 
cules Club, as well as the Mock Orange 
gourds, Pear-shaped gourds, Bottle 
gourds, Powder Horn gourds, Spoon 
gourds and Calabash gourds—a garden- 
ing hobby may also become a wintertime 
handicraft hobby. 

The Indians used gourds largely as 
household utensils such as dippers, 
bottles, buckets and baskets for storing, 
preparing and harvesting foods or as 
objects with ceremonial, artistic or mu- 
sical significance. Today we regard them 
more as decorative household objects, 
ornamental rather than useful. 


Decorating Gourds 


Many gourds are highly decorative in 
their natural state. Thin-shelled gourds 
that become hard and brittle are best 
adapted for decoration and are most 
durable. The ripe gourds which are to 
be decorated should be washed care- 
fully and dried. Rough spots may _ be 
removed by gentle rubbing with pumice 
or fine steel wool rather than sandpaper. 
Colored gourds are often treated with 
varnish, wax or shellac to give them a 
high polish and to bring out their color- 
ing. If designs are to be painted on, 
the gourds must first be given a coat of 
shellac to prevent absorption of the 
enamel. 


Growing Gourds

Birds Like Service! 


Give them water, food and nesting materials 


and they’ll make your garden their home

PRING trips along swiftly now that 
the robins are back again, raising 
their first brood of young. The song 
sparrow sits perched on the tip of a 
shrub, proclaiming his territory to all 
who will listen. The flicker’s repeated call 
is heard from the woodlot. In the rush of 
spring gardening work and all the ex- 
citement of blooming bulbs and shrubs, 


have you done anything to encourage the 
birds to stay on in your garden? 

Robin Redbreast will stay with even 
the poorest of accommodations. The song 
sparrow insists on privacy, taking to 
bushy shrubs or thickets, although he 
nests on the ground in sheltered places. 
He arrives from the South while winter 
still lingers and may need some help to 
find food for a time. He eats many weed 
seeds but also likes fine chicken feed. 


Many birds will use a ground bath but 
the pedestal type seems more popular. 
Nearby shrubs or trees provide refuge.

Flower Shows

Favorite Roses 
Hastings Callahan, (N. Y.)— 


To help you select roses for planting home 
yards in a small real estate development, I 
am suggesting my favorites. In my opinion, 
no rose garden would be complete without 
Peace. All the plants I have seen are almost 
a garden in themselves. 

I consider Crimson Glory another must. 
After a summer shower the fragrance of my 
Crimson Glory tea rose is really something! 
Perhaps tree roses would not be practical 
for a real estate development, as they are 
expensive and require more care over winter 
than other types. 

Another favorite of mine is Fantasia. This 
is not a large rose but it is nice for corsages 
or hair adornment. The bright yellow blos- 
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soms, borne in clusters, hold their color 
instead of turning cream or white when 
fully open, as so many yellow roses do. 

For a good red rose I would select Red 


Radiance, Dickson’s Red, Rubaiyat, Poin- 


settia or the new San Fernando. For a pink 
variety there is a choice of Radiance, Mme. 
Cochet-Cochet, Katherine ‘i Marshall, Good 
News or Mary Margaret McBride. Diamond 
Jubilee is a beautiful buff orange. 

I am fond of floribundas and had a plant- 
ing of Betty Prior at my former home. This 
is tall and spreading and makes a wonderful 
background for hybrid teas with a mass of 
flowers the color of pink dogwood from June 
till frost.

Tiny Tim Tomato 
Mrs. Emil Luttinen (Wash.)— 


Tiny Tim tomato seed may be purchased 
from Burgess Seed and Plant Co., Gales- 
burg, Mich. { do not believe the plants 
would do very well at temperatures below 
60°. Their requirements are about the same 
as those of all standard garden tomatoes. 
They ripen about 45 days from the time 
plants are set out and would probably give 
fruit in localities where the season is too 
short to mature regular crop varieties. 

} have grown Tiny Tim for the last two 
years in my garden. I am very enthusiastic 
over this delightful little miniature tomato. 
The well formed and erect little bushes grow 
to about ten inches. They are literally covered 
until frost with perfect l-inch fruits. These 
have excellent color and flavor just like 
that of the best of our large garden varieties, 
not at all like the bland, insipid taste of 
other small-fruited or preserving tomatoes. 
We use them whole, with hors d’oeuvres and 
as a garnish, where their firmness and size 
are a distinct advantage. 

The ornamental bushes would be very 
attractive as edgings for flower borders. As 
an outdoor pot plant, they are effective as 
well as useful. The potted plants may be 
brought in before frost and placed in a 
sunny window, where the fruit will continue 
to ripen for many weeks. Grown as indoor pot 
plants, | found them rather disappointing. 
We do not have enough winter sunshine to 
meet their requirements. Plants became too 
tall and rangy and set fruit poorly during 
our rainy winter weather. I believe that, 
where there is an abundance of winter sun- 
shine, they would be very successful in 5- 
inch pots in a south window. If you grow 
them indoors, remember to hand-pollinate 
the flowers—Mrs. Newton MatrHews

Pollinating Amaryllis 
Martin Roth (N. Y.)— 


In order to pollinate amaryllis you need to 
know the following: The _ pollen-bearing 
parts of the stamens are the anthers. These 
are the little yellow globes arranged in a 
circle in the center of the blossom around 
the single pistil. The pollen must reach the 
stigma, which is at the end of the pistil. 
It is a little three-pronged affair. Shortly 
after the blossom opens, the stamen capsules 
burst and show the yellow pollen. About a 
day later the stigma opens to show its three 
prongs. This is the time to pollinate. 

Theoretically, the pollen should be trans- 
ferred to the stigma with a camel’s_ hair 
brush. I can never find mine, so I just 
pinch off the anthers and dust some of the 
pollen on the stigma until it looks yellow.

seeds require warm temperatures to 
induce germination and since the plants 
are damaged by only a few degrees of 
frost, the seeds should not be planted 
until warm weather is assured, usually 
during late May or early June in most 
sections of the East and the Midwest. 
The seeds may be sown indoors in plant 
bands or berry boxes early in May to 
provide plants to be set in the garden 
early in June. 

Gourds require an abundance of sun- 
light. They thrive in a wide range of 
soils, although for best development in 
regions where relatively rapid growth 
must be made to avoid fall 
moderately fertile, 
soil is preferred. 


frosts a 
well-drained loamy 
Excessive amounts of 
rich fertilizers and excessive watering 
should be avoided, as unduly generous 
use of nitrates and water prolongs vegeta- 
tive growth at the expense of flower and 
fruit production. 


Ripening the Fruits 


It is particularly important to withhold 
water toward the end of the growing 
season to encourage ripening of the fruits. 
Fruits on climbing vines that are trained 
to trellises or other stout supports de- 
velop clearer, brighter coloring and are 
less subject to damage than fruits which 
are grown on sprawling vines. 

In general, gourds are less subject to 
insect damage than cucumbers, melons 
and squashes. Occasional inroads by 
striped beetles such as those which fre- 
quently attack cucumbers, may be con- 
trolled by prompt and frequent use of 
rotenone and nicotine- sprays or dusts. 
Adult squash bugs, sometimes known as 
stink-bugs, may be picked off by hand or 
may be trapped by means of shingles 
placed on the ground near the plants. 
Squash bugs that seek shelter under the 
shingles may thus be found and de- 
stroyed. Leaves infested with amber- 
colored eggs and newly- 
hatched soft-bodied squash bugs may be 
picked off and burned to keep down the

digging any bulbs, mark the area and 
dig when the foliage begins to yellow. 
Examine azaleas and rhododendrons for 
signs of the stem borer. Frass (sawdust), 
at the base of the stems is a sure indi- 
cation. The holes will be easy to find. 
Pierce with wire, or apply Black Leaf 
10, or DDT with an oil can. If these 
plants are none too thrifty, or fail to 
flower enough, a good dressing of rotted 
cow manure with superphosphate is the 
best remedy. Put it over the roots this 
month. Do not dig it in. 


Glass Structures 


Shade the greenhouse and coldframes 
to protect foliage from burning. To 
reduce watering operations, use lime- 
wash sprinkled on with a brush or with 
a sprayer. If you want it to last, mix 
salt with the lime. I find that when I turn 
over the coldframe sash and sprinkle 
the lime on the inside, it lasts all sum- 
mer and is easily removed when required. 

Give all possible ventilation to plants 
that are being conditioned for the out- 
doors. Give adequate protection to ten- 
der plants like begonias, gloxinias and 
ferns, to seedlings and to any cuttings 
which might be root.az. Too much air 
will cause trouble. 


Chrysanthemum Cuttings 


Pot up any chrysanthemum cuttings 
that you intend to use later for benching 
or for pot plants. Outdoor varieties can 
be set out direct from the cutting bench. 
Cuttings made now and rooted in sand 
will produce low-flowering plants either 
for bedding purposes or pot plants. They 
root easily at this time. Those that were 
divided and are growing should have the 
growing tip pinched to induce branching. 

If you have some room in the cold- 
frame during this month, sow some seeds 
of Lilium formosanum and _ longiflorum 
praecox. Sow the seeds thinly in a mix- 
ture of half sand and half peatmoss and 
cover about 14 inch, cover the glass sash 
with burlap or other covering until 
germination, then gradually give light. 
The seeds sprout in about 30 days. 


Winter Geraniums 


If you like winter-flowering geraniums, 
take some cuttings now and root them 
in pure sand in a coldframe, greenhouse 
When rooted, these 
are potted in 3-inch pots in a mixture of 
garden soil, sand and leafmold, later 
moved into 6-inch pots in the same mix- 
ture with a little bonemeal and dried cow 
manure added. You can grow them out-

New Hope for Elms 
(Continued from page 29) 


Carolate is the product of chemo- 
therapy research conducted coopera- 
tively by Nestor Caroselli of the Bart- 
lett Tree Research Laboratories of Stam- 
ford, Connecticut, and Dr. Albert W. 
Feldman of the Rhode Island Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station at Kingston, 
Rhode Island. They reported their find- 
ings recently to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

This compound can be applied directly 
to the soil around the elm trees either 
by mixing the compound with water, 
then injecting the solution into the soil 
through a 4-foot long steel tube or needle 
attached to a high-pressure spraying ma- 
chine or by broadcasting it over the sur- 
face, then watering it in. The amount of 
Carolate used per tree depends upon 
soil acidity. Generally, 15 to 20 pounds 
per inch of tree diameter measured at 
shoulder height has been found effective. 
An area from the trunk to 10 feet 
beyond branches should be covered. 

Although Carolate alkalizes the soil 
and stimulates tree vigor, its main job is 
neutralizing the toxins or poisons pro- 
duced in a tree’s sap system by the 
Dutch elm fungus. This is carried by 
European elm bark beetles, which winter 
over in dead and diseased elmwood. In 
the spring they emerge, 
to healthy elms, chew in newly formed 
twig crotches and rub off fungus spores 
into the wounded tree tissues. The fun- 
gus quickly builds up, and _ resultant 
toxins invade the tree’s vascular system. 
Carolate enables the tree to wall off 
the fungus and keep it from spreading. 

Found to be effective in at least 50 per 
cent of cases for at least a year, Carolate 
is not recommended for trees showing 
more than 5 per cent wilt, as sometimes 
more than 25 per cent of the inner tissue 
will have been damaged. With some viru- 
lent strains of Dutch elm fungus, a 5 per 
cent wilt has been known to progress 
to 80 per cent in ten days. The tree may 
collapse in a fortnight in some cases. 
In others, it may linger for a year or 
two, as the disease attacks limb after 
limb. In the case of infected trees 


wing their way 


root-gathered water and nutrients are un- 
able to rise to vitalize the tree: leaf- 
manufactured carbohydrates cannot move 
down to nourish branches and roots.

shadow and color under the sky overhead. 
What they are does not count so much 
as where they are in relation to each 
other. 

With your theme decided upon—it 
may be a clump of ferns in a shaded 
spot, a climbing rose over an arch, a 
shrubby thicket along a walk or drive— 
study it from all sides with a study frame. 
You can make one yourself from the 
side of a corrugated box about 8 by 13 
inches with a border at least 5 inches 
wide to block out surrounding areas 
when you look through it. Decide which 
is to be the front or viewing side of 
your garden, and go to work planning 
from that side. 

Although each garden picture is an 
individual problem, contrast will always 
give emphasis. In a_ garden’ where 
a clump of shaded ferns is used you 
might plan a contrasting light or creamy 
flower to provide an area of open, clear 
sunlight three times as large as_ the 
area occupied by shadow and ferns. This 
is the proportion the brightness should 
have to the shade when viewed in ele- 
vation and as a picture—it does not nec-

essarily need to cover three times as 
much ground space. Or, if your space is 
cramped, you might reverse the propor- 
tions and work out one-third as much 
unobstructed sunlight as there is fern in 
shade. 

Shadow effect may be deepened by 
putting a low plant with blue flowers, 
such as viola or trailing myrtle, against 


a clump of ferns. Blue is a shadowy 


color and also a color of distance so its | 
use in shadow is always delightful. It | 


gives an impression of depth and _per- 
spective, even in a small space. 

Similarly, the brilliance of sunlight 
may be intensified with yellow flowers 
such as marigolds or zinnias but not too 
abundantly or conspicuously. Yellow is 
a strident color, and a little goes a long 
way. Don’t let it take over the spot- 
light. 

Whether you are working out a large, 
all-over garden picture, or one in minia- 
ture, remember to plan a composition 
emphasizing some elements and placing 
others as background. When you are 
satisfied with your paper plan you will 
be ready to transplant your garden ma- 
terial to correspond, so that your working 
plan becomes a garden picture in reality!

course, although they have been growing 
less in importance in recent years. Some 


of the best gardeners no longer spade 
their garden plots or even plow them. 
They work the surface with a wheel 


cultivator and sow their seed. 

Likewise. there are many gardeners 
who depend on mulching rather than 
cultivation after the are up. I 
use a wheel hoe constantly, but for mak- 
ing furrows more often than for culti- 
vating. It greatly expedites seed sowing. 
Cultivation stops when the plants are 
large enough to be mulched. 

One of my favorite tools is a dusting 
bellows that is operated like an accordion. 
It does a big job with the least effort 


crops 


of any device I have discovered. With 
rose dusting to be done every week 


throughout the spring and summer, a 
duster that works quickly and easily is 
a necessity—at least, for me. This is it. 
There is an extension rod which reaches 
to the ground. so that the dust spreads 
up and out, covering the entire plant. 
The device is rather expensive. but it 
must be good for a lifetime. A friend 
has suggested that by putting an ac- 
cordion inside the bellows I can have 
music while I work and make the thing 
perfect. 

My second prize tool is also used most 
often in the rose garden and is especially 
convenient when dealing with climbers. 
It is a long-handled. clipping device. 
With this I can reach into the heart of a 
plant to cut out old or unnecessary wood 
without danger of being wounded by 
sharp spines and without having to wear 
gloves. This tool is always at hand. 

Closely allied to the clipper but more 
recently acquired is another long-han- 
dled tool. It enables me to pick a rose 
in the center of a bush without effort. 
also without getting scratched. This tool 
is to be recommended particularly to 
women, although I do not think that I 
am a sissy for making use of it. 

Sowing very fine seeds like those of 
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petunias was always a bothersome task 
when preparing flats in spring until I dis- 
covered a little device in which a flash- 
light battery is installed. It vibrates 
just enough to bounce the seeds off al- 
most one at a time—after, | must hasten 
to add, the operator has had a little prac- 
tice with it. It is an amusing and fasci- 
nating tool to use. 

Once the coldframe has filled 
with flats carrying newly planted seeds, 
the question of applying water without 
washing out the seeds must be dealt with. 
I knew all the usual florists’ methods. 
but found something better. This is a 
distributor so fine that it can be attached 
to the garden hose; yet it fails to disturb 
the seeds. I suppose this must be called 
a gadget rather than a tool, but under 
any name | find it useful. Of course, I 
should prefer to apply water warmer 
than that from the tap, but one cannot 
have everything. 

Another gadget I find almost indis- 
pensable is an automatic hose coupling 
by which two lengths of hose may be 
joined in a jiffy and separated just as 
quickly. I detest the old-fashioned screw 
coupling, and I use many lengths of hose. 

A device to attach the hose to the 
tap with one motion is just as acceptable. 
Perhaps I use it even more often. 

I have tried many nozzles, but the one 
I like best is different from all the others. 
Two parts do not turn, one on the other. 
Instead, a knob on top of the nozzle 
regulates the stream of water with just 
a turn of the thumb and forefinger. It 
is an inexpensive gadget but good. 

So, for that matter, is one which carries 
liquid fertilizer to the lawn or garden 
along with water from the hose. With 
it, one may distribute the fertilizer evenly 
and with no danger of burning the lawn. 
It is very necessary to follow directions, 
however, or one may be using more 
fertilizer in an area than is needed.

device that can be regulated and does 
not waste water. I like a sprinkler to 
throw the water into the air so that it 
falls in tiny drops or a mist on the 
ground. 

When it comes to localizing the water, 
as in the rose garden, the situation is dif- 
ferent. I use a soil soaker sometimes, 
but it is disagreeably muddy and dirty 
to move about. More satisfactory is an 
irrigator made to attach to the hose. It 
distributes the water slowly and evenly 
where it is wanted, moistening the 
ground to a depth of several inches. 

A new device | have yet to test should 
supplement a gadget of this kind very 
nicely. It automatically turns off the 
water at a given time, at the end of 
an hour, let us say. That means that the 
gardener can slip away for a game of 
golf secure in the knowledge that there 
will be no waste of water. 

I like the new plastic hose, but I have 
found that there is no point in buying 
any but the best, which, in fact, applies 
to all garden material. Plastic hose is 
very light and easy to handie, but in my 
garden, as in most others, there are many 


corners to work the hose around. Much 
time and effort are saved by placing 
smooth guards at the corners, around 


which the hose will slide. I have some 
rather ornamental guards made of lead 
and surmounted with dolphin heads. 
They protect the flower beds, as well as 
doing away with the annoyance of kinked 
hose lines. 

There are times when a lawn can be 
greatly improved by spiking, but my 
spiking tool is too heavy for me to handle 
any longer. The best substitute seems 
to be a new tool, which is pushed like a 
lawnmower, thus turning discs to which 
spikes are attached. The holes made by 
the spikes are filled with fertilizer. 

An electric hedge trimmer has been a 
favorite tool with me for many years, 
but I have found that it is not easily 
operated without the services of an as- 
sistant, whose chief duty is to handle 
the cord. I gained this knowledge after 
repeatedly cutting the cord when it sud- 
denly fell under the blade. 

Long-handled clippers kept sharp are 
indispensable if one has many shrubs or 
small trees to trim each year. They 
should be strong but not too heavy. I 
find much use, too, for a small saw with 
a curved blade and a wooden handle. It 
fits into places where nothing else will 
serve. 

In conclusion, I should say that it pays 
to buy any new garden tool that really 
saves time and labor, but it’s a good 
idea to weigh the pros and cons of a 
new tool before buying it.

plants with heavy foliage. I would not 
spot single iris plants here and there 
among other flowers in a mixed border, 
but rather would set groups of three to 
five rhizomes—just one variety in a group 
—at intervals throughout the border. 
This makes it easier to give the iris clean 
cultivation separately, and it also results 
in a better garden picture. In visiting 
iris gardens, it has seemed to me that 
many different single plants give a spotty 
and confused effect, while clumps or 
patches of each variety large enough to 
give a real eyeful of color are more 
pleasing. 

Often iris are planted in rows along 
one or both sides of a walk. Modern va- 
rieties are well adapted for this use, as 
their exquisitely formed blossoms stand 
out with special boldness and beauty 
against a simple background such as a 
green lawn or hedge bordering the path. 

If you have room, give iris a bed of 
their own; that’s what the experts do. 
Unless your ground has exceptionally 
good natural drainage, raise the bed level 
several inches above surrounding soil. 
It can be forked deeply before planting, 
and rotted cow manure, as well as a lib- 
eral sprinkling of bonemeal and a bal- 
anced garden fertilizer, may be worked 
in. Contrary to the opinion once held, 
many growers now do feed their iris and 
get more and better blooms. Fertilizers 
must be used with restraint in areas 
where there is abundant rainfall. for with 
plentiful soil moisture and the conse- 
quent availability of nutrients to the iris 
roots for long periods, overfeeding will 
cause lush, soft growth. Rhizome rot 
may develop in summer, or winter injury 
may follow.

ing. I find current editions offering from 
200 to 2,000 named varieties of infinitely 
varied color patterns and flower forms. 
The already wide color range has re- 
cently been broadened by the addition of 
“flamingo pinks.” It is not too difficult, 
however, to choose good varieties, thanks 
to the awards and honors lists published 
by the American Iris Society. Some 5,000 
members—mostly amateurs who are ar- 
dent iris enthusiasts—try out just about 
every iris introduced, and news of the 
good ones spreads fast. Each year the 
society's accredited judges, living in all 
parts of the country, vote on a list of the 
“100 best” varieties and also vote special 
awards—the Dykes Medal for the “best 
iris of the year,” as well as Awards of 
Merit and Honorable Mentions for out- 
standing new iris. 

The annual “100 Best” list is probably 
as good a buyer’s guide as you could find. 
It is always widely publicized in the 
garden press (see the March FLOWER 
GROWER) and in dealers’ catalogues. 
While many excellent iris never break 
into this select hundred, you will hardly 
go wrong in buying one on it. 

Incidentally, dealers dig and begin to 
ship iris soon after the blooming season, 
so don’t wait too long if you plan to 
order this year. Rhizomes as you receive 
them usually have the leaves cut back to 
a 6- or 8-inch fan and are ready for plant- 
ing. Set them in prepared places with 
the “anchor” roots extending downward 
naturally. Fill in around these with loose 
soil; water, then rake in more soil and 
firm it. The fleshy rhizome should be 
right at the surface, barely covered by 
your final leveling of the top soil. 

Space between plants may vary from 
1 to 3 feet, depending on the growth

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habits of the varieties used, whether 
you're interested in mass color or indi- 
vidual flower perfection and how long 
you leave the planting undisturbed. 
When enough stock is available, I like 
to set two or more rhizomes of a kind 
together—about 10 inches apart—so as 
to make a quick clump. Dividing and 
resetting old, overgrown iris clumps is 
best done during summer or early fall. 
at the same time you're planting new 
rhizomes. 

In my Tennessee garden iris get no spe- 
cial winter care, though zero tempera- 
tures are not unknown here. New Eng- 
land friends. however. tell me they use 
a winter mulch of loose straw or hay 
over iris. Apparently it would be a wise 
precaution wherever the winter is severe. 

No one could hope to get the most out 
of iris without exploring the possibilities 
of species and unusual hybrids. There 
is fine garden material in these lesser- 
known groups. There are very early 
dwarf bearded iris, appropriate in a 
rock garden setting, and indestructible 
intermediates like the old Iris albicans 
and I. kochi, strong-growing enough to 
hold the soil on steep slopes when they're 
used for roadside planting. There are 
hardy, floriferous Siberians. good for 
borders or a poolside spot. and _ tall, 
slender spurias—inspiration for flower 
arrangers. 

Late-flowering Japanese iris are truly 
gorgeous but more exacting in their re- 
quirements than most of the others, as 
they need a rich, humus-filled soil on 
the acid side and plenty of moisture. 

The crested group includes our little 
woodland Iris cristata and I. tectorum, 
the Japanese roof iris—both choice sub- 
jects for naturalizing in rock and wild 
gardens. And here also are the tender 
I. japonica and hybrids Nada and Dar- 
jeeling—outdoor growers in shady South- 
ern California gardens and so delicately 
beautiful in their frilly detail that I grow 
them in pots and winter them in a pit 
greenhouse. 

There should be an entire article on 
bulbous iris. for the Dutch, English and 
Spanish varieties—called the “Poor Man’s 
Orchids”—are valuable in the garden 
and as long-lasting cut flowers. Also 
from bulbs come Iris reticulata and its 
varieties—sweetly scented little fellows 
reminiscent of crocus in early spring- 
time. Blooming even before these I have 
had tiny yellow I. danfordiae and blue 
I. bakeriana. Then, for an oddity, there 
is yellow-and-white I. bucharica, aptly 
called the “cornstalk iris.” 

Other well known oddities include the 
lined and veined oncocyclus and regelia 
species, such as Iris susiana and I. korol- 
kowi, and the now-obtainable regelio- 
cyclus hybrids—-all of these doing best 
in limy soil kept dry in summer. 

Species lovers know the western na- 
tives like Iris douglasiana in lavender,

blue or creamy yellow, and I. innominata 
in a similar color range. Whether these 
will do weil far from their natural habi- 
tat has not yet been fully determined, but 
we do know that some of the graceful 
iris wildlings from Louisiana swamplands 
will thrive in Massachusetts and do not 
require bog conditions (see “It’s Time 
You Tried the Louisiana Iris,” FLOWER 
Grower, August 1949). 

You can have Iris dichotoma, the 
modest little Vesper iris, blooming in 
midsummer, or if you live in a fairly mild 
climate. the Algerian I. stylosa, flower- 
ing in the middle of winter. 

All of these and many more iris “un- 


usualities” may be found in the cata- 
logues of our American dealers.

viding the clump every two years is ad- 
visable for free growth and full vigor. 

Fall care of native asters consists in 
cutting down the top, watering the newly 
set plants and old ones, too, when dry 
weather prevails, and applying a light, 
loose mulch in late fall for a winter cov- 


ering. Compost is good if it is evenly 
distributed and does not smother the 
crowns. 


Asters are easily raised from seed. 
From a spring sowing they will bloom 
the following fall. Cuttings taken in 
spring will often bloom the first year. 
Very often “dwarf” plants are merely 
tall varieties grown from cuttings. The 
first year they blossom on low 6-to 8-inch 
plants, the following year becoming tall, 
gawky giants. 

There are many more perennial asters 
to consider for your garden. To me they 
seem the most desirable of perennials— 
their culture is simple and they have so 
many uses in the border as accent, edg- 
ing and background plants.

tolerate more sun and less water than any 
of the others and lends itself to rock 
gardens and carpeting for woodlands. 

Not as easy but twice as charming is 
heucherifolia, with dainty violet bells 
nodding six inches above the foliage. 
This one is capable of testing the pa- 
tience of the most avid primrose enthu- 
siast, but it’s worth the effort when a 
location to its liking is finally found. | 

The Tibetan cowslip, florindae, likes 
a swampy habitat. The sulphur-colored 
bells grow on plants 3 to 5 feet tall. 
One of the late-blooming (July) varie- 
ties, it likes its feet in water but must 
have good drainage around .the crown. 
Given the required moisture and dappled 
shade, this giant is one of the easiest 
to grow. 

The juliae from Europe are creepers, 
some forming dense rosettes, others 
spreading into large mats. Their single 
blossoms cover the plants from early 
spring into summer, in almost any choice 
of color. An unusual one is the hose-in- 
hose—one blossom grows out of another. 
This group likes a rather heavy soil, 
with water when needed, and is at home 
in rock gardens. 

P. auricula has been perhaps the 
most widely cultivated primrose through 
the centuries. The tubular centers of 
frosty yellow and white are surrounded 
with a scalloped edging, in colors ranging 
from brilliant velvety purples, pinks and 
reds to yellow, gray, brown and henna 
shades. These trusses are held on stiff 
stems above the light, shiny green rosette 
of thick leaves: Blooming somewhat 
later than polyanthus, they provide bloom 
into late spring and off and on during the 
summer and fall. They are a natural 
for rock gardens, as they must have 
perfect drainage. Give them a soil into 
which has been worked coarse gravel 
or rock chips around the crowns. They 
will tolerate a good deal of sun, if 
sufficient moisture is given, but they grow 
to perfection in light, dappled shade. | 

Among the auriculas are a class of 
true alpines, tiny dwarfs which are | 
happiest tucked into the crevices of rocks 
in a soil somewhat leaner than the gar- 





den auricula requires. If fertilizer a 


given at all, bonemeal will suffice. Where 
summers are not too hot, this group will 
stand almost full sun. 

The gem of this group is P. marginata, 
a lavender beauty which grows well in 
the cool crevices of rock walls. The 
saw-toothed leaves are beautiful in them- 
selves. This variety can also be grown 
in a rock garden or in a raised bed with 
a surface of rock chips; none of the 
auriculas likes moisture around its stems.

prefers a soil composed mostly of coarse 
gravel. 

The smallest primrose is P. frondosa, 
with woolly leaves and tiny lavender 
flowers. Given plenty of moisture and 
shade, it is as dependable as any other 
perennial. Left to its own devices, it 
will in time form a carpet good both in 
foliage and flowers. 

Generally speaking, the culture of all 
varieties is much the same. Primroses 
need no special pampering if their initial 
demands are met. They prefer dappled 
shade, plenty of moisture and good drain- 
age. Standard treatments for mildews or 
cutworms can be used on primroses, too. 
Every two or three years primroses will 
need dividing if the clumps have grown 
round and fat. 

As to fertilizers, well-rotted cow 
manure can be used for polyanthus, den- 
ticulata and auricula. Leafmold and

humus are sufficient for the remainder 
of the varieties. Bonemeal is used occa- 
sionally, but inorganic fertilizers have 
little place in primrose culture. 

Winter care depends upon the locality. 
In sections of the country which have a 
heavy snowfall, there is no need for a 
mulch. With open winters, a mulch of 
evergreen boughs should be laid over 
the beds after the ground has frozen. 
Another recommended mulch is ice; the 
plants are with a fine’ spray 
during freezing weather until well coated. 
The use of leaves is inadvisable, as they 
have a tendency to mat, thereby smother- 
ing the plants. 

The most satisfactory method of acquir- 
ing a collection of primroses is to grow 
your own from seed. Where seed can be 
secured immediately after harvest time, | 
germination will take place within a 
week or two. Otherwise the seed must

be frozen, given a hot water treatment 
or scarified in order to break the hard, 
protective seed coat. 

Freezing may be done naturally by 
sowing in coldframes in early winter, to 
alternately freeze and thaw with the 
weather. The refrigerator may be utilized 
for the same purpose, by putting the 
seecs into the freezing compartment for 
a week or two, removing to thaw for 
24 hours, then back to the refrigerator 
for another day or two, after which they 
may be sown. 


The hot water method consists of 
sprinkling the seed boxes in which the 
seeds have been sown with hot water 


between 115 to 120° (very hot to the 
hand but not scalding) for two consecu- 
tive days. This method has produced ger- 
mination when others have failed. Scari- 
fying is done by scattering the seeds 
between two pieces of very fine sand- 
paper. then rotating the paper lightly 
for a few minutes, planting immediately 
afterward. 

For seeds sown in flats a_ planting 
medium of ordinary garden soil, sand 
and peat is satisfactory. The addition 
of leafmold to the soil used in outdoor 
seed sowing is beneficial. Once the seed- 
lings have acquired their true leaves, 
they should be pricked out and set into 
a special. bed, another flat or individual 
pots, where they can be tended daily 
until they've reached a good healthy 
size, after which they may be put into 
their permanent places in the garden. 

With proper care primroses should be 
an ornament to any garden today, just 
as they were in the late seventeenth 
century when Samuel Gilbert wrote of 
the primrose: 

Ransack Flora’s wardrobes, 
none sure can bring 
More taking ornaments t’adorn 
the Spring.

Fun With Tomatoes 
(Continued from page 39) 


per plant. Since there are 43,650 square 
feet in an acre, California’s greenhouse 
hydroponics were beaten two to one by 
New York’s outdoor, soil-grown tomatoes, 
with half a million pounds per acre. 

What this nonsense means is that the 
limit of the yield of plants is not deter- 
mined by the area, or even the volume of 
feeding space for the roots, but by the 
area and hours of sunlight. Because the 
tomato is frost-sensitive, we are apt to 
think of it as thriving better further south. 
But for record yields the reverse is true, 
and the farther north we go, the greater 
the yields, provided it is warm enough. 
The reason is the longer hours of the 
more northern summer sun. Here on the 
East Coast the proportion of sunny days 
is also a major factor in the variation of 
tomato yields from one season to another. 

With rainy weather frequently comes 
that other trouble of wet feet, to which 
the tomato is very susceptible. In tightly 
packed, non-porous soil the rains quickly 
fill the limited spaces, driving out the air 
and killing the deeper roots by drowning. 
Between rains the top layer of the soil 
may dry out, killing the roots by drying. 

Plants commonly live and produce 
crops when subject to one or both of 
these root losses. I was curious to see 
what would be the result if both were 
prevented. The danger of waterlogging 
of the deeper roots was pretty well elim- 
inated in that deep, sifted and bottom- 
drained soil. The loss of the top roots 
was prevented by a thick mulch of forest 
leaves kept watered so that the lower por- 
tion of the mulch was never dried out. 
When the mulch layer was turned back 
one saw the ground surface covered with 
a lacy mat of fine roots, glistening white 
with their live root hairs. 

In this fashion I grew my finest toma- 
toes. They were staked and pruned with 
two fruiting stalks to each vine and each 
stake. Excessive and too frequent prun- 
ing is merely a waste of time. I have 
checked this carefully and found little 
difference in the fruit of plants kept 
closely pruned and those in which the 
extra branches were allowed consider- 
able growth. But these extra branches 
must not be allowed to set fruit, for that 
will divide the available nourishment be- 
tween too many fruits, and give smaller 
tomatoes. 

Advice on tomato varieties should be 
sought from growers in your own region. 
I prefer, for my location, Rutgers, a well- 
shaped, main crop tomato of somewhat 
better than average size. I have tried 
various so-called giant tomatoes, and usu- 
ally obtained misshapen fruit little bigger 
than I can grow Rutgers, which under 
the most favorable conditions have pro- 
duced specimens of one pound weight. 

I have also dabbled with early toma-

toes, including some amusing babies bred | 


for the short season of North Dakota. 
With the longer sun-hours of North Da- 
kota they may have made a crop. For me 
they gave ripe tomatoes by July 4—about 
the size of walnuts. When tomatoes are 
early it is because they grow more 
quickly, and they grow more quickly 
because they grow less of both vine and 
fruit size. 

The only way to get earlier big toma- 
toes is to keep the plants growing longer 
under glass. well-spaced. not in flats, and 
thus have more advanced plants to set 
outdoors at the usual setting-out date. 
Such plants are then moved on a shovel 
with plenty of attached earth to avoid 
root disturbance. 

One can also gamble on the season and 
set out plants ahead of the advised date. 
If a warm spell follows you will have 
earlier tomatoes. If it is clear and cold 
you may lose your plants from frost. If 
it is cold and rainy your plants will mark 
time or be stunted. 





How late tomatoes bear in the fall is 
also a matter of weather. both frost and 
sun. In 1949 we had good tomatoes till 
November 1. a record for us. In this lati- 
tude one may also plant tomato seed out- 
doors at the time plants are usually set 
out. These make a nice late crop. Such 
tomatoes may bear no later than the main 
crop. but the fruit is likely to be sounder. 
which is of special advantage if one picks 
the green and half-ripened crop on the 
eve of the first frost, to hold for indoor 
ripening, 

The ripening of tomatoes, on or off the 
vine is not affected by sun, except as the 
sun adds warmth. Wrapping tomatoés 
does not make them keep better. Lay 
them on an open shelf where you can see 
and discard any that start to rot. Trying 
to hold tomatoes too long is foolish and 
only ends up your season with poor-flav- 
ored tematoes. Better switch to citrus 
fruit for your Vitamin C. and maintain 
your Epicurean taste for the superior 
flavor of the real home-grown, vine- 
ripened tomatoes.

“Round the Mulberry Tree 


If your grounds are spacious and you 
want a lifetime supply of bird food, plant 
a mulberry tree. When it begins bearing 
fruit. you will have birds from three 
townships! The flicker. red-headed wood- 
pecker, robin, catbird. thrasher. oriole. 
purple finch, vesper and song sparrow 
all relish the berries. 

Plant anything you know the birds will 
be glad of. Most of the shrubs they like 
you will delight in yourself. If you are 
not able to do this. you can still pro- 
vide water. The birds need it to bathe in 
many times a day, and they need it to 
drink just as often. Not all the birds will 
come to the same part of the garden, so 
give them more than one birdbath. Keep 
them all filled! Not just today but every 
day from spring until late autumn. The 
bugs may not vanish entirely, but there 
certainly will be fewer of them to pester 
your garden. You will gain much in in- 
terest by watching for familiar birds 
and those new to you.

West Coast 
(rardenin¢ 


By LESTER ROWNTREE 


T is amazing how the use of sawdust 
has increased on the West Coast. 
Twenty years ago, when I first began 

to use it in my compost pile, I could get 
all I wanted and was thanked by the 
lumber mills for hauling it away. Now, 
one buys the stuff. In the Northwest 
it is often used as fuel, and nurserymen 
have many needs for it. It still is not popu- 
lar in the garden as a mulch, because it 
borrows nitrogen from the earth and 
does not pay it back for at least a year. 
Fertilizer therefore must be added for the 
first twelve or fifteen months. 

A good food to add to sawdust is 
Milorganite. One Big Valley nursery- 
man tells me that his potting soil is 
made up of one-third Fresno sandy loam, 
one-third shavings and sawdust, one-third 
sand and a little Milorganite. Sawdust 
should be added to the compost pile 
in very thin layers. When it is put on 
thick enough to cake, it does not mix 
with the layers below and above it. 


Southern California 


One reason why we little 
Mexican coral drop, Bessera elegans, 
is that the bulbs are hard to keep over 
from one season to the next. The slightest 
dampness causes them to rot. I have 
found that vermiculite, which is just 
right as a medium for storing the tubers 
of begonias, is too damp for bessera and 
that the sawdust proves safer. March and 
April are the months usually advised for 
planting, but my bulbs did better when 
I waited for warmer weather, for they 
grow quickly. When I saw the hand- 
some flowers in Mexico jutting from old 
crumbling walls, I knew that I had not 
given my bulbs enough drainage. Since 
then I have grown them in deep bins of 
peat, sand and old manure. They need 
full sun, some moisture at first and then 
dryness. 

The slender wandlike flower stems 
reach four feet and hold a shower of 
coral-red bells, while the long, limp 
leaves, like thick round grass, are still 
green. One must look up into the bell 
to enjoy the scarlet stamens, the blue 
anthers, the purple style, the dark petal- 
edge and stripe. When you use bessera 
as a cut flower, place the container high.

groundcover. From early June through 
August the filmy mass is spiked with 
flaky heads of tiny sulphur yellow 
flowers in loose 10-inch panicles. These 
are good for giving fluffiness to the sum- 
mer garden and splendid to _ relieve 
stiffness in a bouquet. Though this bed- 
straw spreads rapidly, it has not become 
the pest that the white-flowered native 
species is in my garden and I like to use 
it as a bank holder. When a caller saw 
it in my house last summer she asked, 
“What is the dainty goldenrod?” 

From now on until October the weather 
forecast for central coastal California is, 
with very little variation, going to run: 
“Fair, with fog along the coast.” 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 

Each year at this time Big Valley 
gardeners are exhorted to plan for hot 
weather. Year after year weather re- 
peats itself and the gardener must do the 
same. Use mulch in the grand manner— 
peatmoss where it can be kept moist 
and will not pull from the 
ground. Use decomposed manure lav- 
ishly. Use it on your choice shrubs such 
as gardenia, daphne and azalea. Pile 
it around your clematis, peonies and 
phlox. Let the hose run slowly near the 
roots of these mulched plants so that 
moisture penetrates to the root tips. 

There is still time to plant zinnias 
and petunias, two of the Valley garden- 
ers’ best bets for summer color. There 
are some spectacular named forms among 
the California Giant zinnias. Red Rid- 
ing Hood (1 foot) is a double gracillima, 
and from among the double lilliputs 
(a little over 1 foot), Black Ruby and 
Flesh Pink are  worth-while. When 
petunia Topaz Queen is well placed, its 
large brilliant carmine-rose flowers are 
most effective. They have lovely golden 
throats. The light blue and the white, 
from among the large ruffled petunias, 
help to make the garden look cool. 


moisture 


Pacifie Northwest 


May is a busy month for the Northwest 
gardener. While he is enjoying the 
splurge of bloom he must work toward 
summer flowering and care for the plants 
which blossomed earlier. This is the 
month of flowering shrubs and of many 
vines. Could the color combination be 
improved by addition or subtraction? 
How can the pruning which comes later 
help the picture? Make notes about 


‘these changes and follow them up with 


action. Prune Clematis montana as soon 
as it has finished flowering. See that 
the rhododendrons never lack water. Cut 
the faded bloom from the azaleas. When 
you pick your lilacs, remember that the 
new growth comes at the base of the 
flowerheads. Cut the grass before it gets 
teo tall and give it frequent light dress- 
ings of a balanced fertilizer.

Tomato Tiny Tim 


W HEN the catalogue of the Farmer 
Seed & Nursery Company, (Fari- 
bault, Minnesota) came the other day, 
with its colored picture of a cluster of 
Tiny Tim tomatoes, I wondered if I had 
ever told FLower Grower readers about 
our experience with Tiny Tim when Pro- 
fessor Yeager introduced it _ several 
years ago. A search did not reveal an 
item, so I am making this belated report. 
Although we found little virtue in it 
as a garden crop, I can see that it 
would be useful to the gardener with 
limited growing space or to one who 
gardened entirely in frames. Its greatest 
value to us was as a pot plant, both as 
an ornament and as an economic plant. 
Unfortunately, there is not enough space 
to go into detail, but the possibilities of 
the plant will be apparent to every ex- 
perienced gardener. Several of our 
plants were carried through the second, 
and perhaps third, year and helped to 
supply our Thanksgiving and Christmas 
salads, after delighting us for months as 
a garnish and as a colorful window 
decoration.
